The  arts  have  always  had  periods  of 
ri^e  and  tieciiiie,  and  the  marked  decline 
which  occurred  eariv  in  the  l"  -"  ."jniury 
is  said  to  have  been  caused  the 
application  of  steam  power  ■  ^  hinery; 
the  great  ease  of  production  causing  the 
excci^ivcusc  of  ornamentatidn-  A  move- 
men;  set  in  character'ze  i  by  a  return  to 
simplicity  of  design,  appropriate  ornament 
and  the  substituiion  of  hand  work  for 
machine  woik  whereve-  it  was  posii'^le. 
A  small  band  of  workers,  headed  t^y 
Vi  illiam  Morris,  !ed  the  revival  v  hich 
spread  from  England  to  the  continent 
and  finally  to  our  own  country.  This 
widesprcf  interest  in  applied  art  has 
caused  ai  tivity  whicii  has  some  imes 
res-iited  in  extravagance,  but  which  on 
th:^  wilole  has  been  productive  of  grea 
im  H'vement  in  all  manufactured  articles. 

In  forming  a  Society  of  Ar  s  and 
Crafts  in  Canada,  the  aim  has  been  the 
encouragement  of  original  design  and  its 
individual  expres.Uon.  This  object  it 
hopes  to  promote  by  holding  exhibitions 
of  original  Canadian  work,  the  names  of 
the  designer  and  executant  being  always 
given;  by  occasional  loan  exhibits;  by 
lectures;  and  by  rendering  the  literature 
on  the  subject  of  handicraft  accessible 
to  those  who  are  interested.

This  pattern, 
iioi.ihle  (oi  beauty  ol  sliapi'  .iiui  ci;ricii;  of 
skin,  has  entirely  disappeared,  and  iias 
probably  not  been  made  for  several  gene- 
rations.
